The  phrase  ”gaiiie  managenient"  has  become  increasingly 
common  in  the  past  few  years®  To  most  of  us  it  simply 
means  the  protection  of  game  for  hunting  purposeso  Very 
few  of  us  are  aware  of  the  intricate  detail  Involved  in 
the  proper  management  of  wild  life  within  a single  National 
Forest,  %e  United  States  Forest  Service  works  in 
cooperation  with  the  Biological  Survey  and.  the  game 
departments  in  many  States®  Through  their  combined  efforts 
they  are  attempting  to  establish  the  best  -methods  for 
preserving  the  natural  growth  of  the  forests  that  gair.e  must 
feed  on;  to  insure  protection  from  predatory  animals  and 
unsportsmanlike  hunters;  to  guard  against  over-population 
of  game  in  restricted  areas,  with  subsequent  starvation; 
to  furnish  suitable  breeding  grounds;  to  combat  and 
eliminate  diseases  and  many  other  things  of  importance  to 
productive  manageme nt o In  order  to  secure  the  best  results 
possible  from  this  extensive  researchj,  It  Is  necessary  that 
the  United  States  Forest  Service  have  the  cooperation  of  all 
of  US  in  the  enforcement  of  game  laws  and  the  protection  of 
wild  life  ©
